The bill reclassifies liquor licenses in 
"such a, manner that the first class.reads 
that the dealer may "sell liquors of anj 
kjnd.-to be'drunk on the premises, aril 
in quantities of less than fiv e gallons'

The Important point made by Atty 
Strange was this

cense law the. retail dealer was granted 
a first class license which permitted

that this decline Is n'ot a peculiar fea- 
ture of the January receipts. 
As a 


matter of fact wheat receipts for all 
the months of the current season be- 
ginning with September were lower 
than' the year before, indicating either 
heavier receipts • at the smaller ' mar- 
kets,-for uhicn no official reports are 
had, 
or else larger stocks'm-the-hands
